Sights Set On UN 


HE offer by Mr Chou in- 
Ini to discuss with — the, 
Chinese Nationalists tens 
and conditions for the 
peaceful Uberalion of Tal- 
wan” appears at first sight 
to be nothing but a brash 
piece of propnyanda, but 
rend as part of the context 
of hia forelgn affairs review 
to the  Natlonal People’s 
Congress, it suggests oo 
deeper meaning. 

One striking feature of the 
addrens was that it plowed 
with coniidence, The 
Chinese Premler spoke of 
hia government's diplomatic 
successes, envisaged offcial 
friendly relatlons with 
countries of Latin-America 
and North Europe, and 
went so far na to predict 
the restoration oof the 
tradiNeonal friendship be. 
tween the peoples of 
America and Chinn 
“througch their respective 
governments.” The speech 
fairly oozed International 
friendliness, 


GAINST this) background 
the offer io the Chinese 
Nationalists infers that 
Peking regards this as the 
last chance Chiang Kal- 
shek will have of direct 
negotiations over the future 
of Taiwan, [to also sug- 
gests that Chou | Bn-lai 
doesn’t care two raps 
whether the Nationalists 
accept or refuse the offer, 

reality the Chinese 
Nationalists are in no 
pee to doa deal with 
Peking for the “Viberation” 
of Taiwan without (ay sur- 
rendering their identity as 
an internationally  reeog- 
nised government, and (b) 
abrogating their treaty of 
‘friendship and mutual aid 
with the United States. Both 
are unthinkable at thia time. 
Equally unlikely ia any mass

Peking’s prospects of being 
voted Into the UN will be 
considerably enhanced, And 
if Peking ia anxious to 
secure Taiwan as part of 
China, it is even keener tu 
gain madmittanee to UNO. 
To this end it Is unlikely the 
Chinese Communista will 
for the time being strongly 
press the Taiwan issue. 
A gesture jw been made 
to let the world know that 
it Ia a subject which must 
be dealt with in due course. 
But clearly Chou En-lai’s 
apecch revealed that Peking's 
immediate sights are set on 
UN membership.

‘OUR REVOLUTION’ 


The outbreak was reminiscent 
of the June, 1953 revolt against 
the Communists In Enst Ger- 
many. An estimated 20,000 
50.000 East German’ workers 
reballed against the Govern- 
ment in East Berlin ot that 
uUme and were quelled only 
after the Russians moved in 
tanks, troops and = armoured 
cars, The rioting spread to 
every other major city in East 
Germany. 

Eyewitnesses arriving from 
Poznan said the workers rose 
in the streets with shouts of 
“this is our revolution." The 
uprisinyg As ao general 
strike, but reports here tonight 
said it spread quickly Into a 
general revolt,

Tho Armed Services Com- 
mittee of the House of — Re- 
presentatives today approved a 
bill, authorising the Govern- 
ment to continue the lending 
of naval units to nations of 
the Far Eat, 


Vico-Admiral Roscoe Good, 
Assistant Chief of Naval Opera- 
tions, told the Committee thal 
in this group would be included 
countries that have already 
received American ships, includ- 
ing Japan, the Chinese Nation- 
alists, South Korea and prob- 
ably the Philippines.
